Concerning the discussion that there would be no reason to use COS tags as presented by Lin in the system of Mangipudi, Lin's tags 
would allow a request to be routed correctly when it must be passed to its destination by various intermediate routers whereas Mangipudi 
does not consider this scenario in detail, only passing the request directly to the appropriate server. See Lin, column 3, lines 12-25, 

Concerning "inserting the quality of service context", it is again noted that the term "context" is interpreted by its definition. Context 
referers to the circumstances surrounding a situation and does not imply some tangible piece of data. If the applicant intends to claim the 
insertion of some tangible data into a packet, then it is suggested that this be made clear in the claim as was done in claim 1 which states 
"data indicating the quality of service context". 

Concerning dispatching requests to "a software component", it is maintained that Mangipudi's servers include software. 
Claims 1-27 remain rejected as presented in the final action dated 4/9/2007. 
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
